At 
Ramileh, 12 persons were killed and 
26 injured, while at Ludd 30 per- 
sons were killed and 70 injured. 
The estimated total of dead now 
stands at 117, with more than 350 
known injured. 

The report from Nablus stated 
that most of the casualties took 
place when a bazar collapsed, 
Work of recovering the bodies was 
begun immediately. 

Four persons were killed at Heb- 
ron. The towns of Gaza, Acre and 
Beersheba are intact, but Safad and 
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Tiberias -were slightly affected. 


Casualties occurred in more than 
20 towns and villages. 
force was used extensively at 
leh and Ludd and rendered 
did service. aaid the report. 

Eighty-five persons are reported 
to have been killeG at Es-Salt, 
Palestine, a town with a population 
of about 12,000 and eight at Am- 
man, Tran-Jordania. 

In Jerusalem, itself, the material 
Gamage was extensive. The small 
dome of the Holy Sepulchre 
Church, occupying a site which 
has been looked upon as sacred 
for many centuries, was badly 
cracked.

PUBLIC UTILITIES 


State Commission Has Sole 
Authority in All Regula- 


tions Affecting Rates. 


“SERVICE-AT-COST” IS 
COST PLUS PROFIT 


Kansas City’s Experience 
No Guide to St. Louis 
Since Franchise Agree- 
ments There Can Be Up- 
set by the Commission.

JEFFERSO?: CITY, July 12.— 
Mayor Miller’s pian to give the 
United Railways Co. gf St. Louis a 
new 30-year franchise, if carried 
out, will facilitate financing by the 
street railway reorgan‘zers and give 
strength to their securities, but 
there will be no‘certaifity of per- 


manence for any franchise terms | 


on fares, valuation and rate of re- 
turn, under Supreme Court deci- 
sions giving that control to the 
Public Service Commission. There 
also is serious. doubt that the city 
Can assume even regulatory power 
over operating practices of the 
street railways through franchise 
conditions such ag contained im the 
last draft of the proposed fran- 
chise. Provisions of the service-at. 
cost law do not appear to confer 
such powers on the city. 

As has been told, numerous 8u- 
preme Court decisions hold that 
rate, valuation, return and operat- 
ing conditions prescribed by munic- 
ipalities in franchises to public 
utilities are not binding on the 
Public Service Commission. 

No Provision for Power by City. 

The so-called service-at-cost law. 
which in reality provides for service 
at cost plus an assured profit to the 
company. passed by the 1925 Legis- 
lature, contains no definite provi- 
siong giving the city power to sub- 
stitute a city official. such as a 

transit commissioner, for the com- 
miasion in regulation of practice of 
street railways. This law seeming- 
ly deals only with a form of agree- 
ment that may be entered into by 
cities and street railways to make 
the rate of fare dependent upon 
the excess of revenue over allowed 
expenses. and for a return on the 
value of the property, “as such 
value is determined by the Public 
Service Commission,” which prac- 
tice is already in effect under court 
decisions. 

This act added one section to the 
Public Service Commission law, and 
does not repeal any sections of the 
genera! law giving the commission 
exclusive control over rates, valua- 
tion and practices affecting rates. 

It is recalled that the Missouri 
Supreme Court, in a recent unani- 
mous opinion, held that the City of 
St. Louis had no power, directly or 
indirectly, to regulate the rates of 
a public utility or prescribe regu- 
lations or practices affecting such 
rates.

It stated in the order that 
the action was not to be construed 
in any way as approval of any 
valuation or rate of return, juris- 
diction being reserved in those 
matters. 

No definite valuation was fixed 
in the Kansas City franchise, and 
no fixed percentage of return, ex- 
cept on additions. The ordinance 
provided that the company was en- 
titled to a net income or return of 
:2,000,000 a year, plus 8 per cent 
return on new capital invested in 
betterments. This virtually amounts 
to a straight 8 per cent return, as 
approximately $25,000,000 was the 
valuation figure stressed in nego- 
tiations preceding granting of the 


While terms of a franchise en-| 
tered into between the city anj' 
J. K. Newman and the other ic- 
organizers might prove satisf:c- 
tory to all concerned for an indef- 
inite period, any change in ope-- 
ating conditions, or dissatisfaction 
with the agreement, could bring the 
matter before the commission. A 
case could be instituted by ihe 
commission on its own motion, or 
by the city or company, or the 
car riders. A change in ownersh'‘p 
might change the attitude toward 
the agreement. 

Commissioners Won't Comment. 

Members of the commission have 
declined to comment on the fran- 
chise situation in St.° Louis, out 
point to the court decisions as au- 
thority for the commission’s not 
being bound by any agreements on 
the franchise.

The service-at-cost act provides 
that any such agreement reached 
must be submitted to the comm's- 
sion for approval! before going in- 
to effect, and the commission is 
authorized to make such further 
orders from time to time as ‘t 
deems necessary.

Service Commission, not the city, 
makes the decision,” he was re- 
minded. He admiticd that such 
appeared to be the fact. 

Did not the Detroit plan for no 
franchise for public utilities, mak- 
ing possible an effectual local 
check upon their conduct suggest 
something in the local situation? 
Franchises, originally desirable 
from the public viewpoint as a 
means of fixing fares, have ceased 
to function in that respect and 
carry now virtually no public bene- 


fits. 


“But that is entirely different,” 
the Mayor replicd.

Detroit owns only its railways, Its 
gas and electric companies operate 
without franchises. 

Recently. in discussing the La- 
clede Gas Light Co., the Mayor 
hinted that, after all, the city 
could buy the gas company and 
operate it. Had he given any 
thought to the possibility of the 
city buying and operating the 
railways? 

“Well,” he replied, “look around 
the country and see how the water 
rates charged by private companics 
compare with water rates in our 
municipal plant.”

I start to buy these securi- 
ties and the fellows with cold fect 
sell.” 
Big Profits in Sight. 


Newman has invested heavily 
im securities of the United Ral'‘- 
ways and, if he gets a franchise, 
will make a handsome profit. He 
can sell out and depart with his 
gains, as did Charles A. Munroe 
with his Laclede Gas profits, or he 
can sell his bonds and retain oper- 
ating control through common 
stock with compaartively little in- 
vestment of his own money remain- 
ing. Associated with him in the 
enterprise are a group of St. Louis- 
ans headed by Frank O. Watts. 
president of the First National 
Hank; J. Sheppard Smith, a vice 
president of the Mississippi Valley 
Trust Co., and A. L. Shapleigh, 
president of the Shapleigh Hard- 
ware Co. 

In a conversation with a Post- 
Dispatch reporter in New York 
some time ago, Newman was asked 
what the total of his profits in the 
various cities he has visited had 
been. 

“I am ret going to tell you how 
rich I am,” he replied. “I have 
made geveral millions. If I had 
beer as professiona! at the business 
when I began as 1 am now, I would 
have been a very rich man. I 
dealt with thousands then whereas 
I deal in millions now.” 

“and in St. Louis what will your 
profit be?” he was asked. 

Depends On Franchise. 

“It all depends,” Newman an- 
swered. “If I get a franchise, it 
will be profitable. If I don’t get 
a franchise, not so profitable.” 

“But.” be continued with grim 
assurance, “I am going to get a 
franchise. I am not saying when, 
but I will get it. I have never 
failed yet and I won't fail now.” 

Newman invites inquiry into his 
record in other cities. He has op- 
erated in 10 or more and declares 
that in each of the 10. while tak- 
ing a substantia! profit for himself, 
he has left the street car prop- 
erties in much better shape than 
he found them and has improved 
service. 

The following synopsis of his.25- 
year career in salvaging street rail- 
ways is as he sketched it.

ROBBERS SET OFF 


DYNAMITE IN ROOM 


Explosion Fails to Wreck 


Attracts Policeman, In- 
vaders Escaping. 


Five robbers, holding three em- 
ployes of the Pevely Dairy Co., 
branch at Forsythe boulevard and 


Rock Island tracks captive, and at- 
tempting to blow the office safe, 
containing approximately~ $5000, 
were interrupted when a Clayton 
policeman, on a tour of inspection 
at 10 o'clock last nigh:, went into 
the plant to investigate a slight ex- 
plosion he had heard. 

I. V. Davis, 60 vears old, stablie- 
man at the branch. was in ‘ihe 
yard of the plant when the men, 


white masks, approached and com- 
manded him tv enter: the plant 
with them. The robbers found 
John Boswell and Hubert Steven- 
son working near the office and 
commanded them also to march 
ahead with Davis. 
Two of the robbers 
downstairs on watch, 


went to the office on the second 
floor. 


them, the other two made prepara- | 
tions to dynamite the safe. 
Forced to Kemaip in Room. 
Knocking off the combination, 
the robbers inserted the explosive, 
to which they attached a fuse. One 
of them assured the employes they 


| would not be hurt, and that there 


would be only a slight explosion. 


Permitting the ermployes to crouch 


behind desks with them as ihey 
waited for the explosion, the rob- 
bers continued to point their re- 
volvers at the workmen. 

Meanwhile, the Clayton police- 
man, Leo Hergeron, had called in 
to report all well on his beat. us- 
ing the telephone in the stables 
nearby. Then, observing no one 
around the plant. the policeman 
called again and asked that some 
one be sent to go with him on a 
tour of the plant. Another police- 
man was on the way when Ber- 
geron heard the explosion. 

With revolver ready. he ap- 
proached the office building and 
heard, as he reached the door, a 
command to “stick ’em up.” Ber- 
geron dropped behind some milk 
cans, prepared for a pistol battle 
and, as he lay there, he heard one 
of the lookouts shout a warning. 

The policeman peered from be- 
hind the cans as he heard the men 
run, but was unable to distinguish 
their forms and withheld fire. He 
heard the sound of their motor as 
they drove away in their machine. 


He laid, for | 
10@-pound rails, unheard | 


clined. He didn’t want to saddle 
decaying lines upon his prosperous 
ones. His competitors were starv- 
ing and heading for bankruptcy, 80 
they did the next best thing. “Will 
you sell to us?’’ they asked. New- 
man replied, ‘‘for my price” and 
that staggered them. “I made my 
first profit there,”” Newman said. 
“They paid my price and it was a 
fancy one.”’ 

Newman then began to cast his 
eye about for other cities to con- 
quer. It fell upon Birmingham, 
There in 1902, he began his 
operations which have carried him 
into a dozen other cities, in which 
he has pyramided his New Or- 
leans profit until as he says, “I 
started dealing in thousands; now 
it is millions.” St. Louis is the 
largest property he has tackled. 


Details of His Method. 


His method has remained un- 
changed throughout 25 years, First, 


he picks only decrepit properties. 


They offer two advantages. Earn- 
ings of decrepit properties are 
scanty and their securities can be 
purchased cheaply. Next, service 
is poor and a suffering public wel- 
comes anyone who promises im- 
provement, He bought securities 
of the Birmingham street railways 
ata low price. He spetn money for 
improvement and bettered service. 
Under this stimulus and the en- 
couraging hand of Newman, the 
securities rose and Newman’s profit 
was assured. Next was Nashville. 
He repeated his plan. He invested 
his Birmingham profits and made 
them yield a profit in Nashville. 
Next Little Rock. Then Knox- 
ville, then Memphis, then Houston. 
In each city he built up a profit, 
always upon his old prescription. 
“Buy when the owners have cold 
feet; hang on until you can make 
the securities rise, then sell.” 

By 1905, Newman made the next 
obvious move of the financier. He 
formed a holding company of the 
properties into which he had 
bought. 

It was the American Cities Rall- 
way nd Light Co., and Newman 
was the directing hand. As do 
most holding company owners, he 
reimbursed himself for his invest- 
ment in all the subsidiaries and still 
held control through common stock 
ownership in the holding com- 
pany. Thig device recently has 
been the subject of criticisms by 
the Federal Trade.Commisaion,

Not 
only was the holding company in 
trouble, but each of its subsidiar- 
jes. Virtually every one went into 
receivership. Newman went fromm 
one to the other, doing just as he 
always had done, just as he now is 
doing in St. Louis—buying in ee- 
curities at low prices from “cold 
feet” owners, concocting reorgani- 
zation plans that brought his hold- 
ings back toward par. To Birm- 
ingham he went and there took his 
second profit in the history of that 
company.

The reorganization plan gave to 
certain security holders the right 
to purchase common stock of th 
new holding company at $20 a 
share.

Mother and Child She Admits Is Another’s 
Returned to Germany Though Mate 
Accepted’ Daughter As His. 


By Leased Wire From the New 
York Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, July 12.—A tri- 
angle puzzle stretching from Amer- 
ica to Germany was solved offi- 
cially last midnight by the United 
States immigration service when 
Mrs. Karla Grill sailed aboard the 
liner Berlin. 

Mrs. Grill was deported, with 
her illegitimate baby daughter, 
Karla, sent back to the baby’s 
father, although Mrs. Grill’s 
American husband had _ vainiy 
sought to adopt the child. The 
mother and Karla arrived here on 
June 29 on the liner Bremen. Her 
passport indicated she Was com- 
ing to America to join tudolph 
Grill, a marine engineer of Brook- 
lyn. Grill was waiting at the pier 
to join his wife, thinking there 
would be dittle delay ag he knew 
his wife’s paseport had been 
stamped with a “non-quota” visa, 
entitling her to immediate entry as 
the wife of an American citizen. 

Husband Knew of Child. 

He knew about little Karla. So 
did immigration authorities, 
ing been notified by the German 
consulate at New York that Har- 
old Lauterbach, a citizen of Frank- 
fort, had cabled that he was the 
father of the child and wanted her 
back in Germany. Immigration 
officials were frankly puzzled. The 
day after Mrs. Grill's arrival, her 
case was heard at a Idan

“I married her in Bremen while 
on a sea trip,” Grill pleaded. “I 
left her there with her paicnts and 
I saw her each time I would go 
back overseas, say, every two, three 
or five months. 

“Then I quit the sea. She was 
courted by Harold Lauterbach. He 
and his wife were divorced. He 
won my wife's affections for a 
time, but when he treated her bad- 
ly, she wrote me all.

Home Frozen 
Dainties 
By Jeannette Young Norton 
OLD desserts are always popu- 
lar and the woman who owns 
a freezer is always giad of an 
excuse to use it. The best mate- 
rials must be used for frozen dain- 
ties, freshest of nuts, ripe fruit that 
is perfect and not beginning to 
soften, freshest eggs, sweet milk 
and rich cream, fine grained sugar. 
the best quality of flavorings, and 
the finest French colorings, if any 
at all is used. 

Raspberry Ice.—Wash and drain 
two quarts of ripe red raspberries. 
Put the berries into a saucepan 
with two pounds of sugar, the juice 
of three lemons, three and a half 
pints of clear water, and two tea- 
spoonfuls of cornstarch dissolved 
in a little cold water. Bring to 
boiling point, stir with a wooden 
spoon, and when the berries are 
Add enough red color- 
ing matter to give a good shade of 
red and when cold freeze as usual. 

Caramel Parfait.—The parfaits 

are rich, delicate and easily made 
and are simply packed in salt and 
ice for four hours to freeze. Put 
one pound of granulated sugar into 
an iron or granite frying pan and 
stir constantly as it forms coarse 
Sranules then melts and turns 
brown. Remove from the fire and 
turn in one quart of milk and stir 
over hot water until it becomes a 
Syrup. Next, add the yolk of eight 
fresh eggs that have been well 
beaten. Add the eggs gradually 
and cook gently until it coats the 
spoon, then remove from the fire 
and beat until it ts light ana cool. 
Flavor with two teaspoonfuls of 
vanilla and stir in one scant quart 
of well whipped cream. Close the 
container and pack in salt and tee 
four hours. 
Frozen Pudding.—Mix together 
& quarter pound of finely chopped 
fresh pecan nuts, one ounce of 
chopped candies, or Maraschino 
cherries with a winegiass of the 
liquor, One ounce of fine macaroon 
crumbs, two tablespoonfuls of 
chopped seeded raisins, and two 
teaspoonfuls of vanilla. Dissolve a 
half-pound of sugar in a tiny little 
bit of hot water and stir in. then 
add a quart of heavy cream whip- 
ped dry. Freeze as usual. When 
almost frozen, remove the beater 
and if desired, pack in smal] moulds 
and pack in salt and ice in a tight

ONSIDERING how many things 
have to be beaten in the course 
of a day's cooking and how 
many things an ordinary egg beater 


how many different purposes eggs 
have to be beaten, a good beater is 
one of the most important kitchen 
utensils. Because beating is such 
an important cooking operation, 
the faulty egg beater has the power 
to irritate the woman who cooks to 
@ greater extent perhaps than any 
other -'ngle piece of kitchen equip- 
ment, 


Instead of waiting for a poor one 
to wear out entirely the purchase 
of a really good one may be an in- 
vestment paying dividends in both 
time and temper. 


Fortunately the manufacturers 
of egg beaters have realized that 
something was wrong with the old 
type of beater that had the small 
cog wheel on the outsid« of the 
large one. It was just this fault 
in construction that produced 
“skippers” instead of beaters and 
almost every woman ‘:nows the an- 
noyance of a beater that skips 
beats. Now in selecting an egEe 
beater look for one which has the 
long cog wheel set firmly between 


beating troubles will be ended. If 
you get one with a double action 
and with a handle that fits your 
hand comfortably will even 
find beating a pleasant task. 
While you are looking at beaters 
you may be interested in getting 
two sizes. There are 580 many 
times when you want to beat only 
one egg or a little cream and the 
miniature ones that fit in a cup 
are very handy for this purpose.

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Vaccination Against Tuberculosis 
By Chas. A. L. Reed, M. D. 


a 


Former President of the American Medical Association. 


tal work has been done by two 
great French scientists, Cal- 
mette and Guerin, in the preven- 
tion of tuberculosis by vaccination. 

“It was a long, hard fight, cover- 
ing a period of 13 years, but at last 
thelr efforts have been crowned 
with apparent success. 

They started with the knowl- 
- edge that vaccination is one of the 
most important acquisitions of 
modern medicine in the prevention 
of all infectious diseases. 

The recognized vaccination is 
based upon the fact that the hu- 
man organism is able to produce 
specific elements against the: pol- 

. gon entering the blood. These ele- 
ments tend to render the poison 
harmless to the organism. tf tne 
‘poison is very strong, or comes 
into the blood in very large quan- 
tities. the human body is unable to 
fight against it, and disease re- 
sults. 

If, on the contrary. the poison 
comes gradually into the body. and 
especially if it is weakened in some 
way, the hun..o system gets ac- 
customed to it. This is because a 
sufficient qualtity ofe protecting 
elements develop. The organism 
may ultimately endure such quan- 
tities of the poison which. at first. 
would provoke death. 

This faculty of our bodies, to re- 
sist the harmful action of any 
poison or infection is called “im- 
munity.” 

Now vaccination is simply an 
artificial method of causing im- 
munity against different infectious 
diseases. A perfectly harmless be- 
cause sterile bacterial emulsion is 
called “vaccine.” Usually the bac- 
teria used in making vaccines are 
rendered so little poisonous as to 
be easily resisted by our bodies 
Then by repeated injections our 
bodies get accustomed to the dils- 
ease without acquiring it. In this 
way many, but not all, infectious 
diseases are successfully prevent- 
ed by means of the vaccine treat- 
ment. All efforts to obtain such 
satisfactory results in tuberculosis 
however, rer.aincd unsuccessful. 
and stood as a challenge to science. 
Calmette and Guerin took up the 
gage. 


They made their studies by vac- 
cinating infants who have tuber.- | 
culous parents. This does not | 
mean that they thus had to pre- | 
vent the hereditary 
of tuberculosis, for tuberculosis is 
not hereditary. But the infants of 
tuberculous parents are brought up 
under a tuberculous environment 
and are therefore singularly liatge 
to the infection, as shown by statis- | 
tics. It was for this reason that 
the investigators humanely select- 
ed this class of subjects, not only 
for study, but for a real protection 
against the disease.

Then, in the course of 13 years, 
after making 230 successive cul- 
tures, they succeeded in so modi- 
fying these bacteria as to make 
them absolutely harmless to the 
human organism, but yet 
ficiently active to develop preven- 
tive elements against tuberculosis.

In this way 178 babies having 
tuberculous mothers, were vacci- 
nated in France. 
12 months later only 15 were dead 
—an average infant mortality. Not 
one of the babies had died of tu- 
berculosis. 


In the period from July, 1924, to 
June, 1925, 2070 new born babies, 
not necessarily of tuberculous par- 
ents, were vaccinated in France 
and Belgium. Of these children. 
7 per cent died of different ail- 
ments, but not one of tuberculosis. 
This splendid showing was made 
in spite of the fact that a great 
number of vaccinated babies did 
have tuberculous parents. 

In contrast with these results. 
previous statistics revea) that of 
13,064 infants born in Paris in 
1922, and having tuberculous 
mothers, 24 per cent died before 
January. 1925 of tuberculosis. 


Experiments on monkeys have 
confirmed these important clinical 
observations. These experiments 
have shown that adults may also 
be preserved from tuberculosis by 
means of the new vaccine in case 
they come constantly into contact 
with people suffering from _ this 
disease.

CURIOUS.—The Walls of Baby- 
lon were built by Nebuchadnezzar. 
Babylon was an ancient city even 


and beautified it. The walls were 
entirely of baked brick set in bit- 
umen, on every one of which his 
name was stamped. The -city 
formed a square 15 miles on each 
side. It was surrounded by a 
moat 10 feet deep, full of water. 
The first wall was double, an out- 
er wall and an inner wall, each 
about 24 feet thick and 36 feet 
apart. the intervening space filled 
with dirt. The inner wall was 
higher than the outer: the exact 
height is not known, but it prob- 
ably was at least 160 feet, and was 
surmounted by towers. Within 
this wall was a second, also dou- 
ble, and about 65 feet wide. it. 


Other walls not so thick but ris- 
ing ever higher, formed circle aft, 
er circle of defense for the city. 
Herodotus speaks of the walls be- 
ing 335 feet high. The ruins today 
are 40 feet high. Cyrus captured 
Babylon without a fight in 638 B 
C., -by draining the river Eu- 
phrates and sending his troops on 
the bed of the stream that trav- 
ersed the city. Darius took the 
city by stratagem and threw down 
some of its walls. In 484 B. C., 
Aerxes completed the demolition, 
so far as defensive features were 
concerned. In 275 B. C.. the in- 
habitants were transported to Se- 
leucia; what had been the metrop- 
Oolis of the world became a de- 
serted village, and what remained 
of its wondrous walls fell into ue- 
cay

seems to be generally under- 

stood and practiced in our 
time, is little more than a form of 
commcrcial advertising, and many 
of those who pass for distinguished 
critics are simply influential 
claquers. Doubtless the average 
reader conceived it to be the 
chief function of the literary critic 
to praise or condemn books, This 
view is reasonable enough if we are 
to regard literature as solely a 
means of entertainment. But 
surély literaty values are life val- 
yes, if they are values at all; and 
from this viewpoint it is apparent 
that genuine literary criticism ts 


porary American literature, 
Among the few critics that we 
have. Mary Cass Canfield is to be 
numbered. Though her present 
collection of essays deals with a 


variety of subjects, her purpose and | 


her approach are always those of 
the true critic: that is to say, she 
knows that criticism in any realm 
of art becomes, at its best, a form 
of social philosophy. 

The title essay in the volume 
here noted should furnish some 
fliumination for those who may 
have been amazed at the vogue for 
the grotesque. the nasty, the sordid 
that is now so painfully evident, 
The following is quoted from that 
essay: 

“For what reason, after all, does 
the artist, the striver after the 
ideal the lover. one would have 
thought. of the proportioned and 
the lovely, create the distorted 
and the unsightly? What obscure | 
passion is working in him, what 
denatured insctinct? He is foiling 
us in our search for the restfully 
ordered, for some deep and ortgi- 
nal harmony.

“A number of present-day ar- 
tists patiently evolve the inhar- 
monious, using fine material and 
fine energy In the effort. * * Yet 
their creation is perhaps the safety 
valve of the artistic temperament. 
The surplus of grotesque feeling 
among modern artists of all na- 
tionalities and all dimensions, does 
it not spring from a too-long-er- 
dured aesthetic disappointment.

In the gro- 
tesque, humor is pushed to the 
point of frenzy. The gratesque is 
the artist’s revenge upon what has 
hurt him too deeply. * * * The 
greater artist gublimategs beyond 
this aesthetic cynicism into a cre- 
ative act of faith. Michelangelo 
Beethoven, Whitman — these con- 
quered the temptation to mockery, 
which is a strong one to intense 
temperaments, and out of their 
tried courage wove visions that 
are part of the hope of humanity.’

What I mean by speed and as it 
applies to my particular case, is 
speed of punch, of eye, of slipping, 
rolling, weaving and _ the other 
tricks @f the trade | specialize in. 
No doubt you can get an opponent 
badly tired out by keeping him 
missing while you are on the run. 
But with a 15-round. limit you 
can't afford to waste a lot of time 
doing it all with your feet. No 
matter how fast you run or how 
much the other fellow is missing, 
so long as he is the one doing the 
trying, the round belongs to him. 
You cannot afford to waste many 
rounds in 165. 

The style which is natural to me 
does not cal! for me to be too far 
out of range of my opponent. You 
can be within inches of your man 
and yet one little movement. and 
it doesn’t necessarily have to be 
of the feet. but of the head, the 
shoulders, the waist. almost any

You've got 
to let yourself be hi@ by certain 
punches for two reasons: To as- 
sist in your hardening up and to 
enable you to know just how to re- 
act in case you are nailed in a bout 
with a certain kind of punch. I 
guess it Is equivalent to knowing 
how to keep your head, while you 
are getting it knocked off.
